"It 
is a well-known fact," he said "that 
primary elections in Philadelphia and 
othei cities are frequently held in courts 
and alleys aud other inaccessible places, 
where it may be as much as a man's 
lite is worth to go and vote if be is op- 
posed to the ring. 1'urity iu elections 
should begin at the primaries, aud the 
rest will tollow ot itselr." 


Kepreseutative Tilbut, of Chester 


county, was prompt to oppose pultmg 
on the calendar a measure which would 
m any way tend to loosen the grip of the 
political machine on the primaries. UK 
opposed it ou the alleged grounds of the 
additional cost to tbe couu.ies and sup- 
posed ditliculties in the way oi getting 
the polling houses. Jle said m Chester 
county many school houses bad been 
used, but that tbe directors were object- 
ing because the elections interfered too 
much with the schools. 


Kepresentative Pellz, of Philadelphia, 


and Gould, of Erie, followed iu the same 
strain, but Mr. Fow speedily demolished 
their specious arguments. 


The Republican majority came to the 


rescue of bossisui, and the resolution 
was d> feated by a vote of 10 to 77. A 
few Republicans rose superior to ma- 
chine polities and voted for tbe resolu- 
tion luiiouu them being Messrs. Rilet 
and y.ehnder,ot Philadelphia.and Lytle, 
of Huntingdon.

A correspondent who doubts ihe neces- 


sity for H gold reserve of $100,OUO,UOO 
.isks wliy tbe reserve, it any is maintain- 
ed at all, should not equal the whole 
amount of ciedit mouey outstanding. 
The governtneut s faith is pledged fur 
the who e amount of greenbacks and 
Sherman- noles, and if its pledge is good 
for the amount in excess of the gold re- 
serve, it ought to be good enough for 
the whole. In other words, v,hy not 
abolish the gold reserve 'i 


Our correspondent forgets the puipose 


of a reserve. A bank having notes out- 
standing, which may be presented at 
any time for redemption, needs to keep 
a certain amount of cash on had to 
meet this possible demand. Experience 
shows however, that under ordinary 
circumstances a bank's notes are unilke- 
ly to be all presented at once for redemp- 
tion. They come in small amounts, and 
a resi rve in cash equal to one-third of 
tbeamount of notes outstandingis found 
to be more than sufficient to meet the 
average demand. A cash reserve is in- 
dispensable, but it is folly to keep a re- 
serve far in excess of all probable 
demands. 


Before 1S79 the $34«,000,000 of green- 


backs were below par because the gov- 
ernment had no visible gold reserve foi 
their redemption, and they did not rise to 
par till 1870, when the Secretary of the 
Treasury accumulated a gold reserve 
of $135,000,000, or over one-third of the 
amount of treasury notes outstanding. 


As usually happens in such eases 


when people saw they were sure of get- 
ting gold for their notes they didn't 
want it, finding notes more convenient 
to handle. And from 1870 to 1802, while 
the government's income largely exceed- 
ed its expenditures, the reserve of $100,- 
000,000 sulliced, nobody doubting the 
ability of the treasury to redeem its 
notes in gold, though in that time the 
Sherman act had added SloO,000,000 to 
the amount of treasury notes outstand- 
ing. When, however, under the McKin- 
ley act and the wasteful dependent 
pensions act, revenue fell below expen- 
diture, people began to look anxiously 
to the gold reserve. Their anxiety was 
increased by the fact that beside S503,- 
000,000 of treasury notes, over $580,000.- 
000 of silver dollars were to be kept at 
par with the gold dollar, and the $100,- 
000,000 of gold reserve, instead of being 
increased, was being depleted by with- 
draw als for export and for cnnent ex- 
penses of the government. Eve/ybody 
began to ask what would happen when 
the gold reserve was exhausted. Are 
we to come to silver ? Hence the panic 
of 1893 and the depression still prolonged 
by the uncertain future of the gold re- 
serve.—J-laltimoi'c Sun. 


The Action at Hanover.

John Luther Long, in his communica- 


tion of the 11th inst. in The. Times, is 
perfectly correct as to the paramount 
importance of the collision between the 
two armies, which occurred at Hano- 
ver, PA., June 30, 1SG3. But since he 
objects to the term employed by Major 
Mclfair, it would be aa well in the in- 
terest of accurate phraseology to have 
the proper term employed. In the rec- 
ords of the War Department of the 
United States the conflict at Hanover is 
known as aa "Action." 


The "Gettysburg Campaign/' as of- 


ficially indicated by the records of the 
Adjutant General's ofllee, began June 5, 
1803, 
with Lee's first movement from 


his position at Fredericksburg, and ter- 
minated July 31. 


The oflioial "Itinerary" of this cam- 


paign as published by the United States 
Government, the compilation being 
made under the direction of Brigadier 
General Kichard C. Drum, Adjutant 
General of the United States Army, 
gives, during the forty-four days of ac- 
tive campaigning from June 13 to July 
-'B, the names of 107 collisions between 
portions of the opposing forces. All of 
these are called "combats," a generic 
military tertii for any collision of hostile 
forces. The itinerary classifies ninety- 
three as "skirmishes;" eleven (including 
Ilanoverj are given the higher grade of 
"actions;" two (Winchester and Upper- 
ville) are given the still higher grade of 
"engagements," and Gettysburg only is 
oilicially termed a "battle." 


The action at Hanover by driving the 


Confederate cavalry further from Lee, 
made Gettysburg's glorious results a 
certainty.

rule in dealing with public money raised 
iu any state or county for the purpose 
of general common school education 
that the tax for its collection shall be 
levied on the wealth of the community, 
but that its distribution §hall be accord- 
ing to population.

Farm TJfie. 


The recent address of Judge Edward 


Stake, of Washington county, Md., be- 
fore the Farmers' Institute at Beltsville 
contains some good suggestions and 
much food for thought. The question 
why young meq raised upon the farm 
will forsake it for the city is one which 
has been discussed. Judge Stake shows 
the attractions of the wholesome coun- 
try life aa contrasted with, the bitter 
struggle and the numerous failures in 
the city. Ue attributes the distaste for 
rural life largely to the lack of social at- 
tractions and opportunities in the coun- 
try. The country, especially in the 
winter, when there is more leisure to 
enjoy society, is lonesome, and men and 
women hunger for society. The great 
curse of farming life in America, he says, 
is isolation. "It is folly to say that men 
shun the farm because they are lazy." 


"No opportunity must be lost," the 


Judge continued, "to mingle frequently 
and freely with those who constitute the 
people of their vicinage. No less im- 
portant is the duty of making the farm 
and the farm home comfortable as a 
means of checking the desire of the 
young to seek employment elsewhere. 
Surround them with innocent, healthful 
nnd attractive rpcreations, and. give 
them this at all proper times and under 
all proper circumstances, and, above all, 
'do not bear to hard upon the grind- 
stone.' Many young persons have been 
driven from the farm to becoaje mere 
drones in snciety from a failure on the 
on the part of parents to make farm life 
attractive.'' 


Perhaps no profession has made more 


progress in the last thirty years than 
dentistry has done. Half a century ago 
dentistry, as a separate branch of the 
medical profession, was but like known, 
and dentists were but very few, even in 
great cities. The regular physician pull- 
ed the aching tooth, and we have even 
seen a case where he filled it, and the 
filling, owing to the healthy character of 
the bone, possibly, remained in that 
tooth for all of a long lifetime.

In a case where new front 
teeth were wanted the old tooth was 
sawed off and the nerve was destroyed 
with hot irons and infinite torture, in 
order that a new tooth might be driven 
in on a wooden peg, a tooth that was a 
perpetual trouble and never permanent. 
A tooth that ached then was extracted 
without remorse, and a filling, when fill- 
ings came to be known, as often drop- 
ped out as staid in. Now, on the con- 
trary, if the tooth must come out, there 
are so many ways of evading the pain 
that, had they existed in the old time, 
Isaac 
of 
1'ork 
might have kept 


his money, and the anodynes are so 
used that the patient is conscious and 
sees the whole operation ancj suffers 
nothing at all. But no tooth is taken 
out that can possibly be kept in. If a 
nerve must be killed it is usually killed 
painlessly, and the tooth that onc« could 
not bear a permanent and solid filling is 
treated till it is able to do so.' Even 
when a tooth is so nearly gone that re- 
taining points for the filling are not to 
be had, tiny gold screws can be inserted 
whose beads answer for the points, a 
fine gold wire can hold the fragile sec- 
tions together aud be built about, and 
anodynes have been found that can be 
injected into the gum or applied to it 
and do away with much of the pain 
once attending a bad excavation or a 
tender filling. Fillings are made so ar- 
tistically, too, as almost to be beautiful 
iu themselves; and it is even possible, in 
case of a oavity on the front surface of 
a tooth, to insert a bit of enamel so deli- 
cately that even the cracks cannot he 
discerned.. 


i'erbaps, however, aa great a success 


aa any that has attended the progress of 
dentistry is m certain surgical methods 
where it has changed the shape of the 
ja.»s and overcome deformity. It has 
long been able, by means of silver and 
rubber clasps and clamps and plates, to 
regulate teeth that have come a.t gjxes 
and sevens; but now it can transform a 
narrow jaw to a wide one, and so bring 
those protruding and overhanging teeth 
which give the mouth a rodentlike ap- 
pearance into line with the lower ones. 
bring forward, a receding lower jaw' 
make lips meet that once found it im- 
possible, aud change a fright into some- 
thing like a beauty. The person dis- 
figured with a misshapen jaw ueed not 
wear the disfigurement through life if 
there is an accomplished dentist within 
reach who has wisdom together with 
his mechanical skill, his artistic feeling, 
and his anatomical knowledge, all of 
which things are requisite to a good den- 
tist. This, ot course, if recourse is had 
to him before the eighteenth year, al- 
though we believe there have be«n aome 
cases of change and cure at a later 
period. Moreover, artificial teeth are 
now made with such attention to shape, 
character, and color, and the patient's 
age and consequent complexion, with 
due remembrance of former irregular!-

Lime n» a Fertilizer. 


If we study the composition of plants, 


we find that lime is the most important 
part of the mineral elements of nearly 
every one. The asb of a plant is made 
up of these mineral elements, and by 
examining the ash we may discover what 
kinds and quantities of mineral matters 
tne plants require And it is to be re- 
membered that in the growth of plants 
every element found in them is indis- 
pensable. But how much more must it 
be so, if such a thing were possible, for 
one element to be more indispensable 
than another, for lime, which exists in 
such a large proportion, to be anything 
but indispensable » 


And this must be thought so as we 


consider that in the ash of hay one-eighth 
part is lime 
In the ash of clover more 


than a third of it is lime. In the ash of 
potato tops nearly one half is lime. The 
ashes of wood, whicu we think so valua 
ble on account ot the potash m them, 
hi\e several times more lime than 
potash, the lime amounting to from 30 
to "(i per cent 
And there is not one 


plant grown that has not ]une in its 
ashes The same applies to potash and 
phosphoric and and reasonably these are 
supposed to be food for plants 
Why, 


then, is not lime a plant food ' Suielv 
it must be so considered 


The best farmed localities in the world 


are those where the soil contains a large 
proportion of lime, being derived from 
the decomposition of limestone rocks 
But it is not so much on account of the 
Urne in the soil that the land is so well- 
farmed and so productive, but mostly 
for the reason, that the lime being there, 
abundant and cheap, the farmers burn 
the limestone and make lime and appl> 
it to the land 
Lime only is "\ plant 


food, but limestone is not, and the soil 
may be well filled with limestone and 
yet be quite poor 
This is common ex 


penence 
Xow, lime is a very active, 


chemical substance 
This will be seen 


if some of it is put m some vinegar 
This will foam up and boil over the cup, 
and a larger quantity of gas will be 
•evolved 
In the end there will be no 


more-icid in tl.e vinegar. And this is one 
effect of lime on soil that is sour, such 
as swamp land, lu wliicii the excess ot 
acid prevents the gronthot auv useful 
plants 


J f we put some Moie on a dead animal 


or any other organic matter, it will 
quickly decompose it and reduce it to its 
original elements and ibis is one effect 
of lime when used in a compost, the 
niatters thus decomposed then becoming 
good manure and useful food for plants 
And this same effect is produced in the 
soil wben quicklime is applied, as it 
usually is in the fail, when the laud is 
prepared for wheat and grass and clover 
seeding. 
But the chemist may take 


some sand or other mineral matter and 
tniK limemth itand then add water, and 
the lime w ill dissolve quite a considers 
We quantity of this mineral mitter, 
forming silicate of hine, and by taking 
the silica from the potash or the phos- 
phates or magnesia or the alumina etc , 
that the soil is made up of the 1 me 
renders these elements ot plant food 
soluble and availablefor the crops -—.tm

tion, concerning the Advisability of grind 
m« gram for stock food, they are based 
upon feeding experiments made through 
a number of years

Feeding unground wheat either to 


cattle or hogs is wasteful, as a consider 
able percentage passes tlirouirli the 
animals undigested
